3RD QUARTER REPORT AND FISCAL YEAR 2016 4TH QUARTER 
RECOMMENDATION 

 
Pursuant to NRS 217.260, the Board of Examiners estimates available revenue and anticipated 
claim costs each quarter.  If revenues are insufficient to pay anticipated claims, the statute directs 
a proportional decrease in claim payments. 
 
The 3rd quarter fiscal year 2016 Victims of Crime Program report states all approved claims 
were resolved totaling $2,227,541.57 with $925,801.21 paid out of the Victims of Crime 
Program account and $1,301,740.36 resolved through vendor fee adjustments and cost 
containment policies.   
 
The program anticipates future reserves at $11 million to help defray crime victims’ medical 
costs. 
 
Based on the projections, the Victims of Crime Program recommends paying Priority One, Two 
and Three claims at 100% of the approved amount for the 4th quarter of FY 2016.

The parties believe the consent decree has been 
negotiated in good faith and will avoid litigation and that it is fair, reasonable and in the public’s 
interest.
